Humanity 
would  prompt  him  to  draw  a  veil  over' 
his  weaknetfes;  and  if,  in  the  height  of 
his  phrer.zy,  he  ihould  even  load  him 
with  unmerited  abufe,  or  befpalter  him 
with  dirt,  he  would  rather  turn  atidc, 
and  let  him  get  out  of  tight  as  foon  as 
pollible,  than  enter  into  any  altercatioa 
with  him  upon  that  head.

S  T  R. 

idea  of  liberty  has  undergone 
■M.  varioui  dcfiuitions;  it  has  changed 
in  every  age,  and  differs  in  every  climate. 
A  modern  philofophcr*  has  given  a  live¬ 
ly  cxplanration  of  it:  “  Liberty  (fays  he) 
is  oppofed  to  injuftice,  not  to  reltraint, 
for  liberty  cannot  fubtiff  without  the 
fuppolition  of  every  juft  lelb  aint.  Na¬ 
tural  liberty  is  not  impaired,  as  fome* 
times  fuppofediby  (xditical  iiiftitutions, 
but  owes  its  exiftcnce  to  political  inlli- 
tutions;”  but  fome  carry  their  ideas  of 
liberty  to  a  total  independency,  and  upon 
examination  we  w’ill  tind  the  antients 
fell  into  the  fame  error.  WhenCahtt- 
henes  was  applauded  in  the  prelence  of 
Diogenc>  for  the  grandeur  of  his  drels, 
and  the  honour  Conferred  upon  him  in 
dining  with  t'lc  king,  the  cynic  nuulc 
this  obfervation,  I'nat  Califthenes  dined 
•ivhin  Alexander  pUafed^^wdi  Diogenes 
when  it  pleated  Diogenes.  This  fame 
philofopher,  loo,  preferred  being  king  in 
his  tub,  rather  than  enjoy  the  pleafures 
of  a  palace,  with  the  thoughts  of  being 
under  lubjtdion  :  from  this  w’e  learn 
that  fome  men  have  tempers  that  can  ad¬ 
mit  of  no  controul,  and  the  finalleft  re¬ 
ltraint  will  render  them  unhap’|>y  in  the 
enjoyment  of  unlimited  liberty. 

Cicero,  in  one  of  his  fiourillics,  fays, 
cd  decus  et  libertatem  natijumus ;  but 
here  we  are  to  regard  him  only  as  a 
lawyer  in  the  flights  of  his  fancy,  and 
the  exprelT.on  will  admit  of  great  allevia¬ 
tion:  Nobody  will  deny  that  liberty  is  a 
inoft  invaluable  blefling,  and  it  is  a  privi- 
lege  which  thofe  who  have  had  it  wrefted 
from  them,  or  have  been  fo  unfortunate  as 
pever  to  enjoy,  can  know  the  true  worth 
of;  but  it  has  alto  been  found  that  the 
enjoyment  of  it  in  the  extreme  becomes 
dangerous,  enticing,  and  predudive  of 
juifehief;  fo  juft  is  the  obfervation  opt'f 
\na  corruptaf  pej/itnat  the  beft  things 
corrupted  become  the  wot  ft:  Men  nut 
being  able  to  reftrain  the  torrents  of 
their  appetites  and  paffioos,  they  betray 
ibcmfcives  into  the  i'ame  flavery  they 
perhaps  but  a  little  before  oppofed,  Ca-^ 


ret  eventu  ntmtut  faror^  Rage  knowi  J 
not  when  nor  how  ii>  cud.  'rite  grealrd 
adv(Kalca  for  liberty  are  in  their  natures 
really  tyrants:  the  Romans,  who  had  the 
higheft  notions  of  hberty,  tyrannized  o- 
ver,  and  held  the  worUl  in  Uibjcv!tron  to 
them,  and  he  who  judges  and  examine! 
human  nature,  will  iind  that  it  is  but  for 
want  of  power  moll  men  arc  not  ty¬ 
rants. 

That  thefe  obfervations  arc  true,  and 
will  apply  to  the  Americans  in  parlicu. 
lar,  U  obvious  from  their  cruel  ami  luer- 
cilefs  treatment  of  their  govciuoiH,  and 
of  thofe  who  differ  from  them  in  political 
font i men t •* f ;  at  firuc  time,  every  impar> 
ti.d  obferver  cannot  fail  of  cen luring 
tluir  partiality  in  not  allowing  every 
man  a  liberty  of  judging  for  himlelf. 
The  peculiar  benehc  Britain  enjoys  of 
the  liberty  of  the  prefs  is  none  of  the 
lead  privileges  of  the  fubjetft;  but  in  A* 
inerica  it  is  intircly  fupprcflvtl,  unleisfor 
the  purpofe  of  propagating  their  own 
pernicious  principUs. — Aware  that  their 
caule  could  not  well  Hand  the  tell  of 
ciiticilm,  it  was  certainly  a  noble  policy 
in  them  to  deceive  the  multitude  by 
keeping  them  in  the  dark  :  here  it  might 
be  alkcd,  where  one  parly  is  only  heard, 
how  can  a  judgment  be  formed  ?  for  u

Su»'cly  if  llie  deinderi  mullitndesof  the 
Americana  were  to  corifidcr  matters 
wi  h  candour  and  an  nnbiafted  judgment, 
and  to  liftcn  to  both  (ides  of  the  argu¬ 
ment,  fo  far  from  having  reafon  to  com¬ 
plain,  they  would  ftn«l  that  parliament  is 
rather  endeavouring  to  better  their  fitua* 
lion,  to  render  their  lives  and  liberties 
more  fccure,  juftice  more  ecjually  diftrt- 
biJtcd,  their  country  more  civil  and  fr»r« 
midable,  and  the  government  of  the  em¬ 
pire  in  gen  ral  more  ftrengthened  and 
connedled,  winch  would  maintain  the  re¬ 
nown  Great  Britain  ha-»  fo  juftly  ac¬ 
quired,  keep  htTcoinmon  enemies  in  fub* 
jedion,  effectually  prevent  the  horrors  of 
civil  wars,  and  prove  an  arnidote  lo  all 
private  demurring^  and  animolUies. 

Nothing  is  fo  odious  to  the  generality 
of  people  as  the  idea  of  taxe^;  yer,  u- 
pon  examination,  it  will  be  found  that 
the  ftate  moft  exempted  from  taxes  is 
not  of  longeft  duration,  whereas  tbofe 
mod  burrlened  with  taxes  are  the  rnoft 
happy  of  themfelvcs,  the  tnoft  frugal  and 
the  moft  powerful.  An  example  of  this 
wc  have  in  the  Dutch.  No  nation  is  fo 
b’jrdcncei  with  taxes  as  they  are,  and 
that  upon  the  very  neceffarics  of  life, 
Ischas  meat,  drink,  and  fuel,  by  which 
the  poor  is  equally  burdened  with  the 
threat,  yet  what  nation  is  in  fo  thriving  a 
condition, or  makes  fuch  progrefs  in  com¬ 
merce?  This  may  be  attributed  to  their 
frugality,  occafioned  by  their  taxes. 
Here  there  is  a  double  nati^mal  policy  ; 

I  they  make  the  extent  of  their  revenues 
"  jpeat,  infomwoh  that  a  few  petty  provin¬ 
ces  often  make  crowned  heads  tremble, 
^hile  at  the  fame  time  they  preferve  the 
hardinefs  of  their  conftitution,  by  pre¬ 
senting  the  baneful  influence  of  luxury 
from  getting  ground  among  them. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  nation  fecurc 
from  foreign  attacks,  exempted  from 
bxes,  and  at  the  fame  time  fucccfsful  in 
crjinmcrce,  may  indeed  for  a  while  be¬ 
come  rapid  in  the  increafe  of  riches,  but 


thefe  have  always  been  bmnd  in  moft  go¬ 
vernments  to  prove  ruinous.  Corrup¬ 
tion,  and  what  is  ftill  worfe,  luxury,  with 
its  attendants  indulgence  and  (loth,  arc 
thereby  introduced,  by  which  the  mindc 
of  the  people  arc  debafed,  their  conllitti- 
lions  effv-'minated,  their  bodily  ftrength 
enervated,  and  their  wonted  fortitude 
degenerated  and  loft.  That  thin  hac 
been  the  cafe  with  the  affluent  of  Great 
B  itaifi  for  thefe  fome  years  paft,  by  the 
importation  of  luxuries  from  the  Indies, 
nolxMly  will  <leny,  infomuch  that  many 
may  be  (aid  Lotto  vi{iitare^^r\6.  arc  be¬ 
come  like  the  Situritca  of  old  who  could 
not  fleep  upon  a  rofe  leaf:  Were  the  A- 
mcricans  allowed  to  be  independent  of 
parliamentary  taxation,  it  is  much  to  be 
feared,  from  the  indolent  characters  of 
fomc  of  them,  they  would  fmin  feel  the 
fatal  effects  of  thin  liberty:  befides,  li¬ 
berty  is  never  l';ft  in  a  free  fta’e  till  it 
t»ec(»mcs  rich  and  luxurious;  “  Our  an- 
‘  ceftors  (fays  Seneca)  when  they  were 
‘  free,  lived  cither  in  caves  or  arboors, 

‘  but  flavcry  came  in  with  gildings  and 
‘  with  marble.’*  It  would  therefore  ap¬ 
pear  neceffrtry  for  the  piefcrvation  of  e- 
very  ftate,  that  impofilions  ftiould  be  laid 
cornmenfurate  to  its  trade,  and  taxes  in- 
fbCted  in  proportion  lo  the  increafe  of 
riches,  feeing 

“  To  worfe,  and  riot  licence  ever  leads.’* 
In  perjora  datur^  /uadctque  Licentia 
Luxum* 

Now,  as  fome  of  thefe  colonies  do  not 
differ  altogether  from  Great  Britain  in 
effcntials,  that  is  in  the  matter  and  lega¬ 
lity  of  taxes,  but  in  the  manner  of  levy¬ 
ing  them,  it  follows,  that  the  caufc  for 
their  taking  up  arms  is  exceedingly  fri¬ 
volous  and  ill-grounded.  Cicero,  who 
carried  his  notions  of  liberty  fo  far  as  to 
fay  it  conftftcd  in  living  fo  as  one’s  felf 
belt  pleafedy  ncvcrthelcfs,  when  fpeaking 
upon  government,  adopts  a  faying  of 
Plato  with  regard  to  this,  wherein  he 
fays,  “  That  for  men  to  contend  and  fall 
‘  out  with  one  another  about  which 
‘  fliould  be  chief  in  the  management  of 
‘  the  ftate,  is  juft  as  if  the  Ihip’s  crew 
'  ftiould  go  together  by  the  cars  about 
‘  who  thould  be  mafter  or  pilot  cf  the 
•  veflcl.”  And  the  fame  philofophcr  has 
given  ua  this  for  a  rule,  “  That  only 
‘  thofc  men  fhould  be  reckoned  as  eoe- 
‘  mies  who  have  taken  up  arm^  in  oppo- 
‘  ftlion  to  the  republic,  not  tbofe  who 
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•  f'rivern  it  after  tlicir  own 

*  f<:htr»i»rs 

Tlic  Aaiericans  Hi  »uKl  conliiler  that 
there  is  h  irclly  hi»v  cri.iie,  the  luccelo  of 
^•hich  is  riDre  preciriou!»  and  uncertain, 
than  tint  of  rebellion;  and  though  the 
Lopes  ot  accoiu’^  liihing  treafonable  pur- 
io  n  great  inciieriH'nt  to  perteve- 
ranee  in  them,  yet  tor  the  rnc'tt  part  they 
rticet  with  diiappcintmcnts,  and  the  dc- 
livens  formed  arc  commonly  defeated. 
Never  vas  a  rebellion  more  hable  to  this 
tlectpti  .ii  than  the  prefent.  iJ.ihruliies 
and  dangers  appear  that  arc  inlur- 
niounlabic.  The  UadeiK  «.f  the  people, 
Ivy  ct>»ef  ing  the  Iruih,  innft  beguile  them 
^ith  protnifes  of  more  lib«rrty  than  is 
compatible  with  good  government ;  and, 
?s  the  rabble  is  as  u  ^certain  as  luriour, 
tnrl  knowing  they  Iiave  no  legal  eom- 
rnandtr  in  order  to  pre'erve  tlum,  indut- 
gcncis  nmfl  be  granteti  di  !lrij*5t:ve  of  all 
ordei — tlieir  hearts  iiodl  l»r  eltianged 
Ifoni  humanity,  and  their  natures  ptr- 
^erted  fn*o»  that  lynipaihy  iiiliereiu  in 
laan,  before  they  can  ctmrage  and 
cruelty  to  draw  the  fword  agaiiTft  their 
tcUow-fubjccti,  iiwtmg  under  their  legal 
loveroign  tor  the  purpote  of  carrying  the 
Iius  into  execution  Iniides,  the  caulc 
cf  the  Americans  is  fo  unpopular  on  lliis 
fide  of  the  w'ater  (excepting  a  contemp- 
riole  fadion  of  tlic  city  of  London, 
whom  every  body  dclpifes,  and  who 
make  a  merit  in  being  always  contcnli* 
ou^^),tbat  the  whole  of  the  r»ation  feems 
to  cry  out  againft  them.  Many  of  the 
Americans  thcmfelves  arc  againtl  their 
proceedings,  and,  as  foon  as  fupported 
by  Britilh  troops,  will  declare  againll 
them.  Thefe  nations  are  not  now,  as  in 
former  times,  to  be  deluded  by  the  ha¬ 
rangues  of  the  clergy,  who  have  always 
iReii  found  to  ad  for  their  own  interett, 
nor  to  adopt  the  political  ipje  dixits  of 
a  parcel  of  field  demagogues,  breathing 
poihing  but  fire  and  1  word.  The  powers 
the  gentlemen  of  the  black  cloth  arroga¬ 
ted  to  thcmfelves,  and  fwayed  over  the 
confcienccs  of  men,  in  all  cafes  whatlo- 
cver,  are  now  happily  gone,  never  to  re¬ 
turn.  Superftition  and  enthuliafm  are 
now  exploded,  and  Great  Britain  is  too 
much  enliglUtned  not  to  fee  through 
the  Jefuitical  veil  thefe  Americans  drive 
to  Icrecn  thcmfelves  with,  in  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  kindle  up  a  popular  opinion  of 
their  pretended  piety  and  devotion,  but

*»  ^''•had  acquired  in  his  retreat.  Seizing, 
'.’s  icw^ith  a  lapklity  peculiar  to  himlelf,  the 
h  hoEflecifive  point  of  hia  intercAa,  Frederick 
lattackcd  a  power  that  had  always  kept 
obligefihi*  anceftora  in  fervitude.  He  gained 
i  to  thfcivc  battles,  took  fome  of  the  IkII  pro- 
:h  P.P^Tinccs,  and  made  peace  with  as  great 
advantage  as  he  had  naade  war.  In 
ccafing  to  fight,  he  did  not  ceafe  to  aift. 
Ikafpircd  to  acquire  the  admiration  of 
Ihele  people  whofe  terror  he  had  been. 
He  invited  the  bell  artilU  to  his  country; 
thty  fhared  of  his  glory.  The  abufes  of 
the  courts  of  judicature  were  reformed 
by  him;  he  wrote  hinafclf  a  code  of  wife 
laws.  A  plain  and  invariable  order 
feigned  in  every  department  of  the  ad- 
mi  aid  rati  on.  As  he  was  perfuaded  that 
the  fovereign’s  authority  is  a  common 
good  to  all  the  fubjeds,  he  would  have 
each  of  them  to  enjoy  the  liberty  to  ap* 
proach  him  and  write  to  him.  All  the 
moments  of  his  life  were  devoted  to  the 
good  of  his  people.  His  lei  Cure  hours  e- 
nn  were  turned  to  their  utility.  His 
works  on  hiftory,  morality,  politics,  were 
foil  of  pra<5tical  truths.  We  fee,  in  his 
poems,  profound  ideas  adapted  to  con¬ 
vey  knowledge.  His  views  were  intent 
on  enriching  his  territories,  when  happy 
talents  pul  him  in  pofleffion  of  Weft 
rriefland  in  1744.  Embden,  capital  of 
tit  (mall  province,  two  centuries  ago 


panTni  for  one  of  the  beft  harbour*  in 
Europe.  The  Eugblli,  when  they  were 
(»bliged  tf)  leave  Antwerp,  made  it  the 
Ct  liter  of  Ihfir  trade 'viih  the  continent. 
The  Dutch,  after  having  a  long  time  and 
fruitleftiy  afpirrd  to  have  it  in  property, 
h  id  become  f  •  jealoiH  of  it,  that  they  at- 
temp’etl  to  fiil  it  up  Every  thi»ig  dc* 
noted  this  p!;icc  to  be  adapted  for  a  k^reat 
emporium.  'Fhc  great  didance  of  thii 
weak  country  from  the  principal  parts  of 
the  Prulliau  teriitories  might  render  tl|p 
place  fubje^t  to  great  inconvrnicaciea^ 
but  Frrdcnck  hoped  that  the  terror  of 
hij  name  w  >uld  be  an  awe  over  the  ma¬ 
ritime  power<».  In  this  perfuarion  he 
wanted,  in  1750,  to  eftabldli  an  £a(t  In¬ 
dia  coenpany  at  Embden. 

'J'hc  fund  ;  of  tt\\i  new  company  con¬ 
fided  of  3  9^0,000  livrcfi;  ti  e  pirtiicn 
were  ehiclly  Em^bfli  and  Hollanders, 
not withft.'iMiliug  the  feverity  of  the  lawi 
of  their  conritrieii  prohibiiirg  lliem  from 
b  ing  adven’urers  therein.  They  w^re 
eucouiaged  in  th  fc  fpeculation-i  by  the 
iuilcfniite  liberty  that  they  v.’crc  to  enjoy, 
by  payifig  to  the  fovercign  three  per 
cent,  arifing  from  all  the  fales.  The  e- 
vent  did  not  anfwer  their  hope*.  SiK 
vdfels  fet  out  lucrefTively  for  China, 
which  did  not  refund  the  capita!  to  the 
partner^,  and  about  ten  per  cent,  at  the 
end  of  feven  years.  Another  company, 
erected  a  fn orl  time  afterwards  in 
the  fame  place  for  Bengal,  did  nr.t  fuc- 
cecd  better.  A  law  furt,  which  proba¬ 
bly  never  will  be  finidicd,  is  ail  that  re¬ 
mains  of  the  two  ventures  that  were 
tried:  the  beginning  of  the  laft  wardc- 
(Iroyed  the  whole. 

This  is  the  only  check  that  the  glory 
of  the  king  received.  We  know  that  it  is  a 
hard  maricr  julfly  tocharacfcriiV  our  c<»- 
temponries;  the  point  of  view  in  which 
they  are  fecn,  i:  an  cbject  loo  n^ar  ua.

feldoni  fpeakb  of  tliem  without  prejudice. 
We  judge  of  them  often  by  the  lowed  flat¬ 
tery,  and  the  naoft  utijull  envy.  The  con- 
fufed  cry  of  the  felf  interetls,  and  fluduat- 
ing  fentinnents  of  thufe  about  them,  ci-  * 
ther  prevents  or  fufpcndi  the  judgment 
of  philofophers.

People 
by  whom  he  was  adored  have  been  deli¬ 
vered  to  the  greed  of  a  fwarm  ct  foreign 
robbers.  'I'hat  condudt  has  Ipread  luch 
an  univerlal  ediidence  in  his  own  CiM>n- 
try  and  abrt)ad,  that  it  is  no  bold  afler- 
tton  to  maiiitain  that  all  attempts  for  re¬ 
viving  an  Embden  company  will  prove 
fiuUkfs.

We  fee  people  ftrenuouflv  contend  that 
the  laws  cannot  take  away  any  part  of  a 
man’s  property  witiiout  his  confent,  and 
yet  thcl’e  people  contend  not  for  the  re¬ 
peal  of  laws  which  take  away  the  life  cf 
a  fellow  lubjed  upon  what  is  compara¬ 
tively  a  trifling  pretext,  contrary  to  the 
original  focial  con»pa<5i,  and  to  tiie  natu 
ral  rignts  of  mankind;  fo  true  it  is,  that 
fomc  men,  even  your  patriots,  “  ttrain 
at  a  gnat,  and  fwallow  a  c.irncl.”  and 
that  they  care  not  flir  the  mifeiies  and 
death  of  the  needy  and  unfortunate,  if 
their  own  property  he  untouched  with¬ 
out  their  confent.  I  am  therefore  indu¬ 
ced  to  think,  that  the  laws  which  con¬ 
demn  a  fnbjeit  to  die  for  fuch  crimes  as 
I  h,«ve  mentioned  in  the  beginning  of 
thi«  letter,  aicunjufl;  though,  perhaps, 
if  the  fecurity  and  the  cxiftcnce  of  the 
ftate  is  endangered  by  the  hie  of  an  indi 
vidaa!»  the  laws,  impelled  by  dire  necef- 
fity,  may,  for  a  moment,  ufurp  a  right 
which  in  ordinary  calcs  they  have  not, 
and  cut  oft  the  noxious  member  for  the 
prcfcrvalion  of  the  health  of  the  whole 
body. 

If  the  maxim  be  true,  that  the  w’calth 
and  ftrength  of  a  ftate  ans  in  proportion 
to  the  nnmfier  of  ith  inhabitants,  the 
laws  which  diminiili  (hat  wealth  and 
ftrenglli,  by  putting  to  death  thofe  inha 
bitaiu excepting  always  nr  the  cafe  juft 
mentioned,  muft  be  impolitical. 

1  would  not  be  undtrllood  to  mean, 
that  delinquents  ought  altogether  to  e- 
fcape  puhiflnncnt  ;  though,  J  imagine, 
thatalteiing  the  punilbmcni  fr<>m  dearh 
to  confinement  and  hard  lab mr,  would 
nut  ‘»nly  exhibit  a  more  lafting  example 
to  others,  but  would  be  more  beneficial 
to  the  ftate,by  increafing  the  labwur,  and 
confcqnemly  the  riches  of  it;  and  there 
by  compelling  thc*fe  w'ho  by  their  crimes 
bad  foifeitcd  their  liberty, and  contraded 
a  debt  to  the  public,  to  do  all  in  their 
powder  towards  reparation.

Another  moft  amiable  aad  flnnir^ 
charaiftcr  is  now  brought  fortia 
upon  our  canvas.  A  young  m-blcman* 
who  poflefles  all  his  late  father’s  man/ 
virtues  and  accomplilbments,  and  wh» 
will  probably  be  one  ot  the  greateft  rar- 
naments  to  the  prefent  .age  and  theiifiujf 
generation.  No  one  can  forget  the  hcr^ 
of  Minden,  who  at  once  difplaycd  hii 
courage  and  his  CQ>ndutft  in  that  gtorioui 
and  ever  memorable  aCiion;  but  he  did 
not  dtriye  all  his  fame  from  his  braver/ 
and  his  judgment;  his  geneioflty,  bia 
hev.eficencc,  his  charity,  were  extended 
to  all  in  want  of  them  ;  but  none  lhared 
hin  favour  fo  much  as  the  foldiery  ia 
Get  many:  he  was  at  once  their  fathar 
and  ihcir  friend:  it  was  only  ncccflary 
that  diftrefs  Ihould  be  pointed  out  t<» 
him  to  be  relieved — even  at  a  time  that 
his  finances  were  very  circumfcribcd, 
and  his  own  affairs  rather  deranged; 
but,  as  he  was  heir  to  an  ample  fortune, 
nothing  but  death  could  prevent  bis  fee¬ 
ing  acquitted  every  pidlible  demand

The  marquis  was  not  unacquaint¬ 
ed  with  their  diftrefs,  and  he  according¬ 
ly  lent  for  them  the  next  day,  when  he 
told  them  feparatcly,  “  I  know,  gentle¬ 
men,  your  fituation;  and  though  I  have 
not  calh  lufficient  to  defray  all  I  loft  laft 
night,  von  lhall  fliare  my  purfe:  As 

my  loid  and  my  lord - they 

can  wait ;  it  wdl  be  of  no  fervice  \o 
them :  To  pay  them  now  would  only  ia- 
creafe  their  follies  or  dcbiuchcrici,  or 
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fcairc  a  fetticmcnt  to  fomc  harlot,  v  ho 
uould  laugh  with  her  param  >ur  at  their 
ftupiJity.”  lie,  ntvcrlhelcO,  very  hi)* 
nourably  acquitted  this  debt,  which,  iho’ 
conhderablc,  proved  a  ufehil  letron  to 
him,  a»  from  that  time  he  never  played 
frr  any  Turn  that  could  throw  him  into 
the  finaMett  embarraiTment ;  and  even 
our  young  hero  fecnis  to  have  derived  a 
i»ery  advanlagcous  refolution  from  this 
flip  in  the  former  part  o(  hi*»  father’s 
Cvmdu^,  as  he  has  an  utter  avertion  to 
all  deep  play,  and  never  tonches  a  card 
but  merely  for  his  ainufement.  Proba¬ 
bly  alto  the  late  marquis’s  too  great  at¬ 
tachment  to  the  tair  fex  of  a  certain  line 
may  have  invlnccd  the  prefent  lord  to  be 
pCioliaily  attentive  in  forming  any  con- 
Tiedt ons  of  this  kind  that  n)ijiht  prove 
iniorious  to  him.  It  is  \vi  II  known  that 
the  Mittvlen  hero  laviihed  away  very 
cmliderahle  fums  upon  women  of  eafy 
virtue,  and  that  Mrs  R — dd,  wliol’c 
name  makes  fneh  a  cnnfpicuous  appv  .ar- 
ance  in  the  AVu»g<i/e  Cbronicle^  parti¬ 
cipated,  in  no  fmall  degiec,  of  his  gene- 
roliiT. 

Hi.  lorddiip  was  early  placed  at  Etm 
fchoid,  wncre  he  loon  ditlinguilbed  him- 
itlf  for  his  genius  and  difpofuion  for  li¬ 
terature  ;  and  the  rapid  pir'grefs  he 
made  gave  great  pleafure,  not  only  to 
biM  relations  but  to  his  mafter«,  who  ac- 
quited  great  nonoiir  and  reputation  by 
fuch  a  pupil.

Ihe  line  of  retfitudt  which  be  has  chalked 


out  to  himfelf,  and  which  will  d-^ubtlefi 
be  I  he  pUn  of  all  his  future  condiK^l. 

Such  arc  the  political  notions  of  our 
young  hero,  who,  in  the  very  Ipring  of 
life,  has  the  rclolidion  and  ahibiieH  to 
think  for  himfelf,  and  ad  accordingly. 
From  luch  progenitor,',  as  he  is  clctccnd- 
ed,  we  may,  in  fume  degree,  account  for 
his  enjoying  an  excellent  conllitiitioa 
and  a  manly  perfon,  w  hich,  at  Iwo-anJ.

WHEN  his  lordrtup,  then  the  ho¬ 
nourable  Mr  — was  rctniniuK 


Vy  nourable  Mr  — was  rctnining 
from  abroad  with  other  pafl'engers  in  a 
vtfTel  bound  for  England,  the  dorms 
that  arofe  at  lea  w'cre  to  drcadtully  a- 
hrming,  that  for  a  coui  fe  of  many  days 
they  expeifed  nothing  but  to  encounter 
death  in  the  bofom  of  every  threatening 
billow.  To  heighten  the  feenc  of  their

And  tlie  edi¬ 
tors  a<ld  in  their  own  favour,  without 
waiting  the  judgment  of  the  public,  that 
the  Song**  cannot  be  unacceptable  to 
thofe  who  hope  for  acceptance  with  God 

(through  the  rigliteoufnefs  of  Chrift  only, 
but  will  pleafe  others,  I  procured 
a  reading  of  thefe  Songs,  and  find  them  a 
wedley  of  loofe  defultory  pieces,  with¬ 
out  proper  order  in  ihemlclves,  and  ha¬ 
ving  no  due  conueiition  with  one  ano¬ 
ther.

a6  Vi»'gil,  I  think,  calls  fiich.  Far  Hiort 
of  the  fire  of  David,  and  the  dignity  of 
the  Bible,  which  ought  to  be  tatted  and 
kept  in  view  in  inch  matterB,  this  Collec¬ 
tion  finkg  often  below  mediocrity,  which 
:  is  altogether  iuexciifcable  in  any  fort  of 
:  paeiry,  but  is  intolerable  in  that  on  di¬ 
vine  fnbje(5l^.  Tlie  many  hands  who 
hive  publilhed  thelc  Songs  feem  to  have 
been  often  without  a  poet  and  gramma¬ 
rian  among  them,  and  to  think  that  pro¬ 
priety  and  elegince  are  not  chentially 
rteceirary  for  a  garb  to  poetry  bqfore  the 
public.  In  thcle  Songs  Iheic  are  many 
good  things  on  the  righteoufnefs  of 
Clirift  and  the  grace  of  God ;  but  fomc 
things  are  highly  exceptionable.  What 
can  be  faid  tn  cxcufe  for  calling  Jefus  a 
h^eaihlefs  God?  The  fcriptiire  calls 
C-id  immortal,  as  well  as  eternal,  and 
having  immortality ;  and  it  no  where 
countenances  fuch  a  (hocking  cxpreflTion 
as  a  mortal  or  breathlefs  God.  But  the 
t^any  hands  are  perhaps  authority  c- 
poiigh  for  this.— Let  the  orthodox  party 
judge  of  it. 

Again,  they  fay  tha^^  Chrift  came  forth 
from  his  Father  in  the  lame  way  that  be 
left  his  mother  church  of  the  Jews,  to 
cleave  to  his  own  church,  his  fpoufe.  So 
have  here  the  idea  of  God  as  a  huf- 
«ad  licgettiDg  a  Ion  with  his  wife, 


v/hich  fon  leaves  his  father  and  his  mo¬ 
ther  for  his  own  wife.  I  know  nothing 
in  the  fcripturcs  which  gives  any  coun- 
tfiMiice  to  Inch  a  form  of  exprtniun. 
I'lie  m^ny  hands  alfo  give  a  new  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  eagle  and  her  prey,  mentioned 
in  the  xxxixth  chapter  of  Job,  and  ex- 
prelJ^ly  applied  by  our  Saviour,  in  the 
xxivth  chapter  of  Matthew,  to  the  Roman 
eagles,  or  army,  deftroying  the  jews  as 
their  prey;  and  fay,  fo  when  Jeiui  re¬ 
turns  the  iccond  time  [i,  e.  to  falvationj, 
the  laiiits  (as  eagles  to  dcltroy  the  prey, 
if  the  comparifon  be  jult)  lhall  flock  to 
his  abode,  and  glut  tUem-clves  with  his 
blood  by  devouring  him.  What  propriety 
there  is  in  ihi^  comparifon, or  even  peripi- 
cuity, is  beyond  my  view.  Butthe  Songs  go 
on,  and  lay  that  the  JewB,  continuing 
(111!  a  nation,  arc  an  evidence  that  Chritt’s 
wordj.  ever  l  ift.  1  can  find  no  words  of 
Ch'ill  on  »his  head:  he  f.iys,  indeed, 
ccnceri.ing  tin*  defirmifuin  of  the  jcvviih 
temple  and  nation,  and  the  e.id  of  th.\t 
age,  “  'I'his  generation  (in  which  he 
lived)  Hull  not  pafs  bctorc  all  thefc 
things  be  fulfilled.’*  B  *t  the  many 
hand*  perhaps  find  a  myllic  meaning  ia 
thelc  wor(b);  if  fo,  they  iliould  tell  the 
public,  that  they  fpeak  m^fiically,  as  a 
greater  man  than  any  of  them  did  on  aa 
occaliou,  when  otherwile  he  would  not 
fiave  been  underttood  concerning  Chrilt 
and  the  church.  But  though  tliey  had 
done  fv',  it  w^uld  not  be  allowed  that 
their  inference  or  nivftcr.y  U  of  the  fame 
authority  vvith  the  ap  ttic's,  or  that  it  is 
juft. 

In  fomc  of  thefc  fongs  they  fay,  Thou 
halt  m  ide  us  reign  as  kiuga;  contra;  y 
to  the  (  xprefs  words  of  ftriptnre,  which 
fay  only,  VVe  (hail  reign:  In  others  ihey 
fay,  V/hen  (hall  we  reign  ?  but  the  many 
hands  can  perhaps  make  all  thefc  coniif- 
teni  and  very  iight.~^if  fo,  it  becomes 
them  to  do  it. 

Now  to  the  verfiftcation  and  grammar. 
Chrift  (ays,  My  kingdom  it,  not  of  this 
woUd,  w'hich  is  true,  and  a  goiKi  profe 
faying;  but  the  many  hands  have 
thought  it  would  be  good  poetry  or 
verfC,  if  they  funk  the  cmphitic  Kcl, 
and  they  have  given  the  public  thi*  line 
ofaverfe,  “  His  kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world w  hich,  by  placing  the  accents  on 
the  even  fyllables,  as  is  icquired  in  fuch 
cafes,  makes  the  fenfc  the  very  reverie  of 
what  Chrift  meant.  The  not  has  no  ac¬ 
cent, — it  is  of  no  importance.  I  could 
give  moi€  iuttanccs,  but  have  nol  room 
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in  thifilfttfr:  They  have  nine  for  eight 
fylhhle^  in  fomc  lines. 

I'hcir  rhimcs^  too,  :»re  (ingular  and 
inrlepant ;  fiioh  as,  taU*,  real,  inlire, 
appear,  peaee,  place*  (bt'ok,  iloop,  re* 
ceiire,  have,  and  fo  forth,  inniimcrahly. 
li  is  w  ell  know  n,  that  there  are  no  more 
f>11able8  in  word?,  than  there  arc  (!inin«5t 
articulate  founds  ;  hut  the  many  handn  <lo 
riot  mind  this.  Ttiey  make  the  word 
either  three  lylUhlcs  for  tw^N •  obedience 
♦our  for  three;  realm  two  for  one;  cove* 
nant  three  for  two,  and  fo  forth.  They 
alfo  Confound  the  prepoljtions,  by  put¬ 
ting  in  for  /«/#,  /(?  for  Jrorn^  on  for  /e, 
3tc.  Arul  they  pnt  Cf>nfecrate  for  con* 
f»ctattd,  unite  for  united;  and,  thou 
owes,  thou  appears,  thoa  loft,  tiiou 
wa?. 

Their  manner  of  accenting  word^  is 
rny  irregular  and  hofh;  fovere^^n, 

€  vent,  e  di^vine,  aVeefs,  Abra  m, 
i'mpibua,  in  txvo  lyllablcs :  and  though 
tiouna  ending  in  /,  may  have  no  genitive 
eale,  according  to  the  harned,  )et  the 
many  hands  not  only  oonfUntly  make 
genitives  to  them  and  apodrophes,  but, 
which  is  more  fmgnlar  and  againO  all 
role,  they  give  genitive^  to  the  pbnal 
numbcis  of  imuns  ending  in  /,  ami  make 
apcftrtjphes  accordingly;  Fifhrrs’  tefli- 
mony,  Rabbis*  ten!e,  Sic,  Thrfe  arc 
only  a  few  examples  of  many  more  lingii 
larities,  impi.  prie^ies,  and  pn>vit»cial 
coarfenefs  td  be  found  in  the  fore  men¬ 
tioned  Songs,  which  are  laid  to  be  in  ho¬ 
nour  <'f  him  whom  the  mary  hands  call 
a  hrcathlsfiy  or  mortal  God.  I  hope 
that  peopled  ill  cbfc»’vc  what  is  pood  in 
them,  and  follow  it;  and  Ihiin  what  may 
he  fauhv,  both  in  matter  and  manner, 
iuft  a*-  they  W’ould  do  in  any  other  bo<ik: 
For  tlufe  St  ng>  are  in\itlr<l  to  no  more, 
notwithftanding  the  prejudication  of  the 
editors,  if  they  be  even  intitled  to  fo 
mncri  trom  the  public;  as  they  have  ra¬ 
ther  a  particular  turn  to  private  people, 
than  3  general  afpeCt,  like  the  Icripturr*, 
to  men  of  all  forts  through  the  wodd. 
In  particular,  the  tleven  elegies  on  pri* 
▼ate  friends,  are  not  for  the  public,  who 
know  noihing  of  them,  and  have  no  call 
to  take  any  perfon  but  the  immortal 
Gcd  and  his  apoftles  for  an  example. 
Behdes,  it  is  a  quetVicr.,*  ufccther  elegies 
of  this  kind  had  not  at  fiift,  and  have 
ftill  a  tendency  to  introduce  the  \%’or- 
ffiipping  of  faints.  In  faCf,  the  fourth 
elegy  under  confideration,  addrefTts  the 
departed  friend  exprcfsly,  by  “  Say^ 


faint,  5cc.’*aml  concludfs  for  brethrrn  (o 
ling  fo  anij  n>.’ — l'hi»  is  indeed  turning  iq 
particuUf  laoits,  and  antwering  Job'i 
quellion  in  reality.

He  Ihortly  told  them, 
iliat  the  principle  of  the  bill  was,  to  cut 
eff  all  ideal,  or,  as  thev  arc  more  gene¬ 
rally  called,  all  nominal  dr  fifiit'mt 
votes  ;  in  fhort,  to  put 'a  flop  to  all  vot- 
ing  by  proxy,  and  lo  give  a  man  of 
io,cx>ol  pef  ann,  no  greater’ fhaie  in 
the  clt<5lion  of  a  reprefentativc  for  par-  fftate, 
li'arntnt,  than  one  who  bad  an  eftate  of  pies  of 
only  40  s,  of  old  extent,  or  4C0I.  of  va*  of  the 
hied  rent:  That  this  was  the  true  pn’n-  was  aft 
ciple  cf  the  bill ;  and  that  he  w  illnd  ’o  lolcrati 
know  the  fenliments  of  his  conlii’uen^  prclent 
upon  it;  for,  as  hf  h -id -formerly 
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theiT*,  To  hf  HOW  rrpfRtrd,  that,  what¬ 
ever  mft’ht  he  hia  own  private  lentimentB 
of  the  ontter,  and  however  much  he 
doubted,  w'hethcr  a  reprereutative  wa# 
bound,  in  all  cafes,  to  follow  the  in- 
ftruilions  of  his  eU<ftors,  he  would,  in 
the  prefeni  cafe,  in<»lk  implicirly  follow 
the  directions  of  a  majority  of  bin  enniti- 
tueuis,  upon  a  inalter  in  which,  in  his  o* 
nininii,  they  vtere  In  n»*.ir)y  concerned, 
and  on  wdiich  the  v»*ry  rxdtrnce  ot  the 
conditution  lo  much  depended. 

Upon  this,  iViV  /Ilexitnder  Dick  rofc 
up,  and  informed  the  meeting,  that,  as 
he  was  no  lawyer,  it  could  not  he  cxi>cc* 
ted  from  him  that  he  could  give  his  opi¬ 
nion  upon  this  hill,  with  the  fame  accu¬ 
racy  and  pi  ecifioii  that  fome  gentlemen 
of  the  law  prclenl  could  do:  That  he 
could  only  preteml  to  throw  out  a  few 
hints,  Of  ohfervations  upon  it,  which  had 
j  occurred  to  him  as  a  plain  country  gen* 

I  tlrman;  and  Ihould  leave  it  to  be  treated 
i  more  fully  by  tlud’c  whr>  were  to  fpeak 
i  after  him.  He  faid,  he  thought  the  pre- 
!  lent  hill  of  very  grrat  importance  to  the 
I  real  freeholders  of  this  C'*untry ;  and  that 
I  the  thanks  of  all  w'ell-wilher*  to  the  coo- 
?  ftitution  were  due  to  the  late  Lord  Ad- 
\  vocate,  for  bringing  fuch  a  hill  into  par¬ 
liament ;  and  likewiic  to  hid  fiiccclfir, 

■  their  prefent  member,  for  (ccondlug  its 
j  being  brought  in.  That,  by  the  prefent 

!  law,  the  power  of  fending  commiflionera 
to  parliament  was  alrnoft  totally  en- 
I  j;rofltd  by  a  few  men  of  opulent  fortunes 
and  overgrown  eftates ;  men  who  Icldom 
lived  at  home,  and  to  whom  their  coun¬ 
try  was  very  little  obliged;  while  the 
gentlemen  of  fmall  oroperty,  who  lived 
couftniUly  upon  their,  eflates,  and  made 
it  their  chief  bufinefH  to  improve  them, 
and  whom  he  would  not  fcruple  to  call 
vhe  moft  ufcful  and  the  mod  refpcdtable 
members  of  the  community,  were,  in  a 
freat  meafure,  excluded  from  any  fharc 
in  the  cleiftion  of  fuch  commiflioners. 
That  the  prai^ticc  of  giving  away  votes  to 
men  who  had  no  real  property  in  the 
cniinty,  and  who,  of  coiifequcnce,  were 
little  intcrefted  in  its  welfare,  and,  in 
faft,  were  no  more  than  the  creatures  of 
lome  rich  lord  or  gentleman  of  a  great 
tftate,  was  fo  adverfe  to  the  true  princi¬ 
ples  of  the  conditution,  and  to  the  fpirit 
of  the  ele(5tion-hws  themfelvcs,  that  he 
adonilhcd  how  it  came  to  be  fo  long 
lolerated.  That,  as  the  purpolc  of  the 
preient  hill  vvas  to  remedy  that  evil,  he 
ftoved,  That  their  member  fhould  be  au- 


thnrifr d  to  fuppnrt  it,  and  to  do  all  in  fail 
power  to  get  it  panV<l  into  a  Uw. 

Sir  John  Dalrympie  rofe  up  T\e%U 
Me  faid.  That  he  law  no  gf>od  purpoCe 
the  prelent  bill  could  icrve:  That  it  w»t 
given  out  by  th«i^e  who  fupported  it,  to 
be  a  falutaiy  remedy  agaiiid  the  preient 
feand  dons  practice,  as  they  termer!  it,  of 
/plifting  edites,  in  order  to  create  a 
fiiimber  of  votes  upon  them  ;  but  ihat,  ia 
fad,  it  was  no  rt  rfitdy  agaiud  this  evd^ 
but  rather  the  reverie:  That,  at  preient, 
the  rcprcIcntativcH  of  cowutics  wererho- 
fen  by  men  of  the  larg<ft  property  am! 
greattd  edafe^;  but,  if  the  prefent  bill 
ihould  pafs  into  a  law,  the  reprefentative# 
would  be  cholcn  by  gentlemen  uf  finall 
edates — freeholders,  few  of  whom  have 
edates  worth  50  )1.  a  year,  while  thofe 
who  have  property  to  the  extent  of 
lo.oool.  would  have  little  lo  fay  in  the 
matter:  That  if  the  bill  would  give  a 
power  to  freeholderH  to  have  as  inan^ 
votes  in  their  own  pcrions  as  they  had 
(]uahficitioiia  upon  their  cftHtes,  he 
would  h  ive  no  objection  to  it:  That  thi» 
wan  the  jrraetice,  m  fome  cafcii,  in  the  o- 
therend  of  the  ifl ind,  particularly  in  the 
liidi  i-honfe,  where  every  perfon  h.id 
votes  in  proportion  lo  his  fttxk  in  the 
company,  two,  three,  four,  and  fo  onr 
But,  for  his  part,  he  was  perfectly  indiffe¬ 
rent  what  became  of  it  here,  as  he  wa# 
pretty  couhdent,  it  would  meet  with 
luch  llrong  oppofition  from  rren  of  p^»w 
cr  above,  that  it  would  never  pafs  into  a 
law.  He  therefore  moved.  That  a  claiife, 
allowing  gentlemen  to  make  as  manf 
votes,  in  their  own  f>crfon,  as  they  had 
qualifications  on  their  edates,  fhould  be 
add<'d  to  the  bill. 

Mr  Dewar  of  Vogrie  rofe  up  next. 
He  fpnkr  for  a  coiiliderablc  time  agaio/t 
the  bill.  lie  obferved,  That  if  the  pre¬ 
fent  law,  with  regard  to  elections,  was 
bad,  the  bill  now  before  Ihcm  would 
make  it  diil  worfe:  That  it  was  highly 
jiid  and  rcafonabic,  that  thofe  who  had 
the  greated  edates  ihould  have  the 
larged  lharc  of  power.  And  what  pow¬ 
er,  he  afked,  was  fo  much  to  be  detired, 
or  fo  eagerly  coveted,  as  that  of  fending  a 
commiflioner  to  parliament  ?  That  it  wat 
but  jud,  that  thofe  who  bore  the  largeft 
fhare  of  the  public  burdens,  {liouid  have 
the  mod  to  fay  in  the  cledion  of  tnoic 
who  w’ere  to  lay  them  on :  That  if  the 
prefent  bill  was  adopted, it  would  totally 
unhinge  the  principles  of  thccondifution, 
and  intirely  alter  the  cleClioa  law#^ 
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That  it  vrould  throw  the  whole  power  of 
rcptctcntalivetj  ioti)  the  haiul.s  of 
iapeiiors,  wUhvoU  the  Kail  rtgaul  to 
|^roprittor«.  Pul  the  cafe,  that  a  pen* 
tieman  han  an  clUtc  of  4000!.  of  valnovl 
rent,  whereby  ho  i,j  intillod  to  ten  votes; 
If  the  prt'lVni  bill  pallcsinio  a  lave,  al  * 
though  he  haft  an  eUato  thU  w’ould  in- 
trtlc  him  to  ten  votes,  he  can  only  make 
ufc  of  cnc  of  them.  I'he  confetjacnoe 
will  be,  that  he  will  fell  the  ('ther  nh:e 
to  the  highetl  ctferer,  w'hotver  he  is;  fo 
that,  in  time,  the  feprelViUativcft  of  coim- 
tirs  will  come  to  Ik  chofen  by  men  of  no 
clfate,  of  nt)  birth,  of  no  rank,  of  no  fnb- 
tantial  piopoty  in  the  country;  for 
whenever  a  man  has  an  eft  ate  that  inti- 
tle$  him  to  imnc  votes  than  cne,  he  will 
immediately  difpolo  of  the  lupctiority  of 
h'n  lands,  over  aiul  above  what  is  li  fti- 
ciei.t  for  one  qnaliticauon,  to  any  pertoii 
who  vvi'il  buy  them,  lie  concludci!  with 
ficonding  Sir  b  lin  O airy  m pic’s  nun  ion. 

He  was  aulvveud  bv  il/r  /’«/' 

/r/Z.  who  obici  Vid,  That  he  wm*  <  niy  a 
▼erv  fmall  proptictor;  but  that  his  pm. 
pv.rly  wa'-  not,  foi  that  ic.tlon,  lefs  dear 
to  him:  That  he  had  rhe  fame  inteult 
m  his  little  tftate,  and  the  fame  right  to 
(ee  that  it  tliould  not  be  ovei  bur(lened, 
as  if  it  were  ten  times  the  value:  I'hai 
be  was  as  heavily  taxed,  in  pmpoi  rii  ii  to 
bi«  properly,  as  thotc  who  hsd  an  tftate 
uf  much  greattr  value,  were,  in  proptir- 
lion  to  theirs;  and  he  law  no  reafon 
why  he  iboidvi  ii*'t  be  cntivicd  to  l!»e  t.ime 
fi>a;e  in  ihc  eledion  of  ihoft  bv  wlu  m 
foch  taxes  wc'C.to  be  imuo.cil.

TrK  Ittve  hren  al^rnv  t!,  for  fhio 
VV  inoiuft  pad,  by  a  party  of  pro- 
vinctal  rrbflH,  under  the  command  of 
rolo'ul  ScImyltT  of  Albany,  faid  to 
amount  to  ^ooo  men ;  and  that  they 
were  building  batteaux  to  rrofi  I/ikc 
Champlain,  in  order  to  invade  this  pro¬ 
vince.  There  is  no  perluadtng  the 
country  people  Irere  of  tlieir  danger. 
Emiiriricw  frotii  the  rtbelH  have  made 
them  believe  that  they  are  mrly  come  in¬ 
to  the  cotintry  to  protciJt  them  from 
heavy  taxeu,  which  the  parlUmcnt  dc- 
figns  to  Uy  iiptin  them.  This,  and  the 
remembrance  of  what  they  foftered  laft 
war,  malic  them  very  defiroin  of  obfer- 
ving  a  AiliJt  neutrality;  but,  if  the  rebels 
fliould  come  into  the  country,  tint  can¬ 
not  lad  long,  as  they  woll  want  every 
thing  from  the  Canadians  for  their  pa¬ 
per  money  ;  a  currency  that  the  people  of 
this  country  fuffered  too  much  by  during 
the  French  government  to  have  any  faith 
in  now' ;  and  the  rebels  will  be  obliged 
to  have  rccourfc  to  force  to  give  it  a  cir¬ 
culation,  t)r,  in  other  words,  to  take 
what  they  want,  which  will  make  the 
Canadians  fly  to  arms  in  defence  of  their 
property  ;  and  in  that  cafe,  as  the  coun¬ 
try  is  numerous  and  warlike,  It  is  very 
probable  you  will  foon  hear  that  they 
have  put  Schuyler  and  all  his  people  to 
the  fword. 

“  Gen.  Carleton’s  prefent  force  doci 
notcofiUd  of  above  700  regular  troopff, 
300  new  raifed  men  under  ct)l.

“  You  w’lll  ealily  judge  what  our  fi- 
tuation  is,  W'hen  I  inform  you,  that,  like 
oiir  unhappy  brethren  in  Italton,  we  are 
intirely  at  the  mercy  and  ddpolal  of  adi 
army  of  miniflerial  mercenaries.  Don’t 
you  pity  us?  I  know  you  do;  but  be  not 
difmayed,  as  1  afl'iire  you  they  cannot 
keep  tlieir  ground  when  we  have  crH*. 
lifted  onr  forces.  When  they  landed 
their  aimy,  which  conlilis  of  not  lefk 
th'm  1000  men,  we  were  only  able  t« 
mufter  about  400,  who  did  every  th»R|j 
that  was  potfihle  againft  iuch  fuperioritiy 
of  numbers,  dilpnting  the  ground  with 
the  mercenaries  inch  by  inch  ;'but  num* 
bers  prevailed;  and,  after  they  had  for¬ 
ced  our  brave  fellows  to  retire,  they  tod: 
pofTcflicn  of  this  town,  which  they  have 
lince  been  bufy  fortifying;  but  I  hope 
we  fhall  fcon  put  a  flop  to  their  proceed¬ 
ings.”

The  whole  haugh;  are  fo  binked  vp  xiih 
fnnd  and  ftene?,  that  they  are  rendcrc  *. 
almcft  ulclcfr;  ard  the  whole  ccui,trf 
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in  and  about  the  place  will  be  in  a  mc- 
Uncholy  fituation  for  wMnt  of  milns  for 
i;;i  inding  their  Corn,  as  there  arc  no  dam- 
hcivU  left  in  that  c<Minlry.  The  water 
fVi  furrourdrd  the  fmithy  of  Cranlhaws, 
that  the  whole  family  were  obliged  to 
|:ct  to  the  top  of  the  houfes,  till  the 
oeighbouis  came  front  ttillerent  corners, 
And  got  the«n  out  at  the  rilk  of  their 
live-i.  There  was  alfo  a  great  quantity 
of  Hieep  and  cattle  earned  down.  The 
%1an»age  done  on  theft*  waicrt*  cannot  he 
CTiX&ly  afeertained,  bnt  is  fuppofed  to 
amount  to  above  10,000 1.

dir.gtcn.  At  ihi»«  he  cxprtflVs  much  fur- 
pr;7.c,  and,  to  account  for  It,  ftems  dif- 
poftd  to  join  w  ith  fevtral  oihtis  In  afcrl- 
i>ing  the  lAlraiudinary  life  of  ihe  river, 
noi  fo  much  to  the  rain,  as  to  the  break 
irg  of  a  water* fpoul :  Bui  the  fame  thing 
wvas  oblerml  in  the  olher  rivers  and 
brooks  to  the  caftward,  whofc  rife  was, 
in  pre portion  to  thdr  fize,  a?  gieat  as 
that  of  the  T>nc.  So  that  if  we  admit 
the  bypoihcfis  of  a  waia-fpcut,  we  muft 
fuppote  many  Inch  to  have  haprened  a- 
bout  the  fame  time,  w  hich  is  fufficieully 
improbiWc.  The  pfrenrmenon  inqnef- 
tion  may,  I  thick,  be  more  natur.Uly  .iC- 
counted  for,  from  the  L  flowing  ob'erva- 
trofif  : — At  the  time  of  the  Rood,  ard 
for  feme  days  biforc  and  after,  1  was  in

For  want  of  attention  to  tbii 
circumllarcc  it  is,  that  an  erroncoui 
«‘pinii>n  is  cmnmonly  enlcitaiiuil  con* 
ctrnif)j^  the  lain  bringing  winds  !»i  thii 
patt  oi  Scotland.  It  ii  generally  faij 
that  along  the  cafl  coaft  our  gre<itdt 
rains  come  from  the  cad  or  north,  it  b^ 
ing  vbferved,  tliat  in  the  time  of  the  raiq 
the  wind  often  blows  from  thefc  or  fom^ 
of  the  inlet mt'diafe  points,  though  ia 
fai'l  the  wind  which  brought  the  cloud*, 
and  fivourtd  the  fall  of  the  rain,  by  rarj? 
Tying  the  air,  blew  from  the  S  r‘r  forac 
point  between  that  and  W.  Yet,  after 
the  fi'UtU*wt(l  wind  lias  rarified  the  air> 
and  lu'ought  the  clouds,  if  the  wund  ifi 
the  low'er  rigion  of  the  almofphcre 
fliouhl  Rilft  t  l  a  point  nearly  cppofuc, 
It  will,  by  occafioning  a  collifion  l>elweoj 
the  higher  ami  lower  clouds,  prt.ducc« 
gitvaier  fall  of  rain  than  would  olhcrwiie 
have  happened  in  the  fame  fpace  of  time.

We  have  authority  to  fay,  that  the 
fuimber  of  gentlemen  and  farmers  in  the 
county  of  Eaft  l40thian,  who  have  fub 
ftribed  to  the  carrying  on  the  woolen 
manufdiitory  th<  re,  as  fuggefted  by  Mr 
Loch,  cutififts  of  .about  a  hundrd,  all  of 
whom  have  faoiiiies ;  which  mull  Inlare  a 
market  for  the  cloth,  merely  from  the 
Becetfary  confumpt  of  the  fubferiberp, 
their  families,  frieirds  and  conru  iJtions* 
The  number  cf  fubferibers  arc  daily  in- 
creafing,  though  thole  only  retiding  in 
the  couniy  are  admitted  to  fubferibe. 
Tht  low'cft  fiihCcription  is  5 1.  and  tlie 
higheft  tool,  as  they  juftly  coufidtr  that 
the  mere  numerous  the  proprietors  are, 
the  more  cxtenQve  the  late.  By  thefc 
pnident  meafures,  it  is  not  doubled  but 
this  manufadory  muft  foon  arrive  at  a 
flourilhing  ftate;  and  it  were  to  be  wifli- 
ed  th.4t  the  gentlemen  and  farmers  in 
tht  different  counties  of  Scotland  would 
3dnpt  a  plan  of  fuch  general  (and  we 
tr.ay  add  national)  utility. 

Early  on  Sunday  morning  Ipff,  certain 
iniliciouny  difpofed  pcrfc-s  breke  into 


the  church  rf  Liberton,  Ariick  down, 
and  catried  oft'  the  Tent,  book -board,  and 
foinc  other  parts  of  the  pulpit,  fo  that 
the  religious  fervice,  and  reading  tho 
ufml  portions  of  facred  writ,  were  with 
dilficulty  pnfvirmcd.  They  broke  down 
Hnd  greatly  damaged  tlic  feats  of  fcveral 
families  of  diftindion.  A  carpet  belong¬ 
ing  |to  Mr  Biird  of  Newby th  was  cut  in 
pieces,  and  rendered  qtiitc  ufelefs,  and 
the  bottorr^s  of  fcveral  chairs  in  hra  gal¬ 
lery  were  mrfcrably  cut.— *ft  is  a  pity 
but  fuch  abandoned  wTctchca  could  be 
difcuvcTcd  and  conviiftcd,  that  they 
might  he  punilhed  according  to  the  laws 
of  the  realm.— 'We  have  often  had  ac* 
counts  that  play-houfcs,  and  other  placet 
of  innocent  entertainment,  have  liecn 
difmantled  and  pulled  down  through  Ihc 
trantic  zeal  and  weak  prejudices  of  In- 
gotted  people,  excited  and  pufhed  on  by 
thfir  dchgning  leader?.  Of  this  we  have 
a  noted  inftinccin  1595,  when  our  fove.* 
reign  king  James  VI.  w  ho  was  then  but 
a  young  man,  licenfcd  a  company  of 
EegliRi  comedians  to  a<5l  in  Edinburgh 
[Maitland’s  Hiftory,  P.  1294.*];  but  we 
never  before  heard  of  fuch  a  daring  am! 
maliciona  infult  upon  the  hnufe  of  God, 
fo  near  the  metropolis  and  feat  of  law.— - 
But  this  was  not  all  the  mifehief  done  at 
this  juncture.  The  very  fame  perfora 
broke  the  windowra  of  fcveral  houfes  in 
the  neighbourhood,  and  deftroyed  a 
thicket  of  young  oak,  birch,  aib,  and 
Scots  pines  ;  and  even  fome  fine  cabbagea 
planted  amidft  them,  did  not  cfcape  their 
outrage,  but  were  forcibly  torn  up  by  the 
roots,  and  along  with  the  paling  throvvu 
at  a  diftance* 

On  Sunday  the  Jean  of  Aberdeen,  A- 
Icxander  Forbes  mafter,  from  Cbriftian- 
faiids  with  tea,  was  brought  into  LeitH 
harbour  as  a  prize,  by  capt.  I^wrcncc 
Brown  cf  the  Princcf?  Carolina  yacht, 
belonging  to  the  cuftoms. 

Laft  week  the  truftced  for  manufa^lurcs 
in  Scotland  Cent  1831  yards  of  brown  li¬ 
nen,  which  had  been  condemned  as  not 
being  woven  or  ftamped  according  to 
law,  to  the  Charity  Work  houfc  of  this 
city.
